In keeping abreast of modern 
trends in education, the faculty 
of the University of Tennessee 
Junior College make use of many 
of the teaching methods found so 
effective in the various war train¬ 
ing programs throughout the 
country Among these methods, 
the use of adio-visua! learning aids 
is receiving a good deal of atten¬ 
tion. 

Navy tests have shown that 
about 83 per cent of all our learn¬ 
ing is done visually, 13 per cent 
by hearing and four per cent 
through other senses. Hence an 
effort is made to appeal to the vis¬ 
ual sense by the use of charts, 
maps, graphs, diagrams, models, 
specimens and projection slides. 
To reach the auditoory sense re¬ 
cordings are used in several class¬ 
es. To teach both through the 
sense of sight and the sense of 
hearing a number of teachers use 
educational sound films several 
times each year. 

For use in such programs, the 
Junior College owns two motion 
picture projection machines, a 
number of slide film projectors, a 
public address system with micro¬ 
phone and record player, speech¬ 
recording and playback equipment, 
a phonograph, numerous records 
of classical and semi-classical mu¬ 
sic and other items of equipment. 
Much of this equipment is used 
not only in the classroom hut also 
in the recreational and social ac¬ 
tivities Of the college as well as 
in worthwhile rommunity func¬ 
tions.
